MR. GREELEY’S REPLY. 


New York, May 20.—Gentlemen: I have 
chosen not to acknowledge your letter of the 
3d inst. until I could learn how the work of 
your convention was received in all parts of 
our great country, and more, whether that 
work was approved and ratified by the 
mass of our fellow citizens. Their re- 
sponse fiom day to day reached me 
through telegrams, letters and comments of 
journalists independent of official patronage 
and indifferent to the smiles and favor of 
power. The number and character of these 
unconstrained, unpurchased, unsolicited ut- 
terances satisfied me that the “movement 
which found expression at Cincinnati has re- 
ceived the stamp of public approval, and has 
been hai ed by a majority of our country as 
the harbinger of a better day for the Repub- 
lic. Ido not misinterpret this approval as 
especially complimentary to myself, nor even 
the chivalrous and justly esteemed gen- 
tleman with whose name [I = thank 
your convention for associating mine. I 
receive and welcome it as a spontaneous and 
deserved tribute to that admirable platform 
of principles wherein ‘your convention so 
tersely, so forcibly set forth the convictions 
which impelled, and the purposes which 
guided its course, a platform which, casting 
behind it the wreck and rubbish of worn-out 
contentions and by-gone feuds, embodies in 
fit and few words the needs and aspirations 
of to-day. Though thousands stand ready 
to condemn your every act, hardly a syllable 
of criticism or cavil has been aiined at your 
latform, of which the substance may be 
airly expiomtized as follows: 

1. All political rights and franchises which 

have been acquired through our late blood 
convulsion, must .and shall be guaranteed, 
maintained, enjoyed and respected evermore. 
2. All political rights and franchises which 
have been lost through that convulsion should 
and must be promptly restored and re-estab- 
lished, so that there shall be henceforth no 
proscribed class and no disfrachised caste 
within the limits of the Union, whose long 
estranged people shall re-unite and fraternize 
upon the broad basis of universal amnesty 
and impartial suffrage. 
3. That, subject to our solemn constitution- 
al obligation to maintain the equal rights of 
citizens, our policy should aim at Iecal gov- 
ernment and not centralization; that the 
civil authority shall be snpreme over mi itary, 
the habeas corpus should be jealou-ly u pheld 
as the safeguard of personal freedon ; that 
the individual citizen should enjoy the largest 
liberty consistent with public order, and 
there shall be no Federal dictation of the 
internal policy of the several States, but 
that each shall be left free to enforce the 
rights and promote the well-being of its in- 
habitants by such means as the judgment of 
its own people shall prescribe. 

4. There shall be a real and not merely a 
simulated reform in civil service of the Re- 
public, to which end it is indispensable that 
the chief despensor of its vast official pat- 
ronaye shal! be shielded from the mean temp- 
tation, to use his power selfishly by a rule 
inexorably forbidding and precluding his re- 
cicclion. 

5.-That the raising of revenue whether by 
tariff or otherwise, shall be recognized and 
treated as the pe»ple’s immediate business, to 
be shaped and directed by them through their 
represcntatives in Congress, whose action the 
President must neither overrule by his veto, 
nor attempt to dictate or presume to punish 
by bestowing office only on those who agree 
and withdrawing from those who do not. 

6. That the public lands must be sacredly 
reserved for occupation and acquisition by 
cultivators and not recklessly squandered on 
the projectors of railroads.for which our people 
have no present need, and the premature con- 
struction of which is annually plunging the 
United States into deeper and deeper abysses 
of foreign indebtedness. 

7. The achievement of these grand pur- 
poses of universal beneficence is «xpected and 
sought at the hands of all who approve of 
them, irrespective of past aijiliations. 

8. The public faith must at all hazards be 
maintained, und the national credit preserved. 
9. The patriotic devotedness and inestima- 
ble services of our fellow-citizens, who as 
soldiers or sailors upheld the flag and main- 
tained the unity of the republic, shall ever be 
gratefully remembered and honorably re- 
quited. 
These propositions so ably and forcibly 
presented in the platform of your convention, 
have already fixed the attention and com- 
manded the assent of a large majority of our 
countrymen who joyfully adopt them as the 
basis of a true beneficent national construc- 
tion, of a new departure from the jeal»uses 
and strifes and hates which have no longer 
any adequate motive or even plausible pre- 
text, into the atmosphere of peace, fraternity 
and mutual good will. In vain ao the drill 
sergeants of decaying organizations flourish 
menacingiy their trunche ns and angrily in- 
sist that the files shall be closed and straight- 
ened. In vain do the whippers-in of parties, 
once vital because rooted in vital needs of the 
hour, protest against straying and bolting, 
and denounce men in no wise their inferiors 
as traitors and renegades, and threaten them 
with infamy and ruin. I am confident that 
the American people have already made your 
cause their own, and resolved that their 
brave hearts and strong arms shall bear it 
on to triumph. In this faith and with the 
distinct understanding that if elected I shall 
be President, not of a party, butof the whole 
people, [ accept your nomination in confident 
trust that the masses of our country, North 
and South, are eager to clasp hands across 
the bloody chasm which has too long divided 
them, forgetting they have been enemies and 
joyful in the consciousness that they all re- 
main brethren.

Let us as 
moralists, if not as politici-ns, rewrite the 
eighth commandment: “Thou shalt steal ; 
because stesling is right when common.” 
AsI am a representative of New York, and 
Onondaga, with the aid of the foreigu solar 
artisan, evaporates salt, ought I rot also to 
steal to help Onondaga. Stealing by tarifts, 
Mr. Chairman, is, as De Quincy proved of 
murder, a fine ar’. If everybody stole from 
everybody, is there any reproach to any- 
body? (Laughter.) If everybody is a 
burglar, is there =ny need for anybody to 
lock up houses? The mining companies out 
West send their ores to Wales to be so ré- 
fined as to get more wealth. It ought to be 
stopped. Let them steal capital out of the 
government! Why not pilfer something out 
of somebody else’s earnings and build works 
in Colorado and Nevada like those in Wales? 
How happy we should all be when the re- 
proach of Goat Island is removed from 
the Pacific and from the gentleman 
from California (Mr. Sargent) —laugh- 
ter) by a grander steal for wool and 
blaukets! How happy we should be when 
we can look each otber in the face here, clasp 
hands, as now I look into ithe face of 
the gentleman from: Massachusetts (Mr. 
Dawes) and say, “God tiess you, 
my brother; you hsve stolen from me, 
and I from you; Iet us love one an- 
other.” (Great laughter.) Then the little un- 
protected pigs, who are crowded out by the 
big pigs, quietly eating out of the trough, 
will squeal no more to be let in—(Caughter)— 
for on this idea all shall be fed by swallow- 
ing each other’s food; and when allure fed 
no one loses, and we shall be happy.

M. Figuier believes that aplant has the 
sensation of pleasure and of pain. Cold, 
for instance, he says, affects 1t painfully.

An abnormal elevation of temperature 
evidently causes it to suffer, for in many 
vegetables, when the heat is excessive, the 
leaves droop on the stalk, fold themselves 
together and wither; when the cool of the 
evening comes, the leaves straighten, and the 
plant resumes a serene and undisturbed ap- 
pearance. Drought causes evident suffering 
to plants, for when they are watered after a 
prolonged drought they show signs of satis- 
faction.

Ostrich Farms. 


‘}he raising of the ostrich in a tame state 
for its feathers is now carried on cxtensively 
in Africa. The birds are kept in inclosures, 
and fed on lucerne, with which the inclosure 
is planted. Every eight months they are 
plucked, some extracting the quill at once, 
and others cutting the quill a little above its 
insertion, an@ then removing the roots a 
couple of months later. The latter method 
is said to give better results with less injury 
to the bird The yield is about fifty dollars 
per annum for each bird. 

In breeding it is found to be best to allow 
one female to each male, though in the wild 
state five females are often attached to a sin- 
gle male. There are usually two broods in a 

ear, and the male and female sit on the eggs 
y turns, the male as taking the lar- 
gest share of this duty. The female takes 
chief charge of the brood after it is hatched. 
The young are reared on chopped lucerne, 
and as they get older a little grain is given to 
them; they also require abundance of water, 
and a liberal supply of puiverized quartz and 
snail bones. When grown, no food suits 
them better than chopped lucerne or trefoil, 
with an occasional su ply of cabbage, fruit 
and grain.—Scribner's for une.
